I men- 
tioned the incident, not as a thin£ 
true, but as told to me. and as a 
sample of things goinp the rounofc 
Your account of it, a;, I read it in 
the papers, is exact!} as I heard 
it, except that you say the pack- 
age contained "fishing tackle," 
etc., and that- there was no money 
passed between you.
